If you haven't registered, and 


three out of five New Castle 
voters haven't registered yet, you 
have one more chance, and that 
one chance comes tomorrow, Sat- 
urday, October 6, 1934. It is the 
third and final day of registra- 
tion for voters in cities of the

The World War Day-By-Day— 


Oct. 5, 1914—From Austria, where a 
third of the population was of Irish 
origin, 31,000 volunteers were mov- 
ing toward Egypt. From. Canada, 
where next to the French and Irish 
strain predominated, the first divi- 
sion of 33,000 volunteers was being 
convoyed to England. 


The news from Ireland itself was 


different indeed. The rabid "Irish 
Volunteer" began circulating a man- 
ifesto drawn up by Sinn Fein mem- 
bers that left no doubt they were 
determined to resist recruiting in 
every way, It declared that Ireland 
could not, with honor or safety, take 
part in foreign quarrels otherwise 
than through the frfie action of a 
national government of its own. 


Among the signatories were Prof. 


John MacNeill, Patrick H. Pearse, 
Joseph Plunkett, Thomas McDon- 
agh. Regret was expressed that, otr- 
ing to his absence xin America, the 
signature of Sir Roger Casement 
was not attached. 


Thousands pushed other thousands 


through Dublin street to shout their 
approval. 


From the United States Casement 


wrote urging Irishmen to stay in Ire- 
land, ''as they had no quarrel with 
Germany." 
He likewise conceived 


the idea of pamphlet, "The crime 
against Ireland and how the war 
may right it," which the Germans

The same week it was shown that 


the enlisted strength of the Nation- 
al Volunteers, the quasi-army form- 
ed in 1913 "to secure and maintain 
the rights and liberties common to 
all the people of Ireland without 
distinction or class, creed or poli- 
tics," was 178,649.

Back In, 1922 And 


Outcome 


PINCHOT GIVES 


SCHNADER BOOST 


(International News Service) 
WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Oct 5. 


—"I am for William A. Schnader 
for governor 
I can't stand for 


Joseph F. Guffey." 
That, in a nutshell, today was 
Oov. GifTord Pinchot's endorsement 
of the Republican ticket In the fall 
election, a positive commitment for i 
his attorney general and negative 
Inferential support for Senator Da- 
vid A. Reed, seeking re-election. 
Governor Pinchot selected this 
capital of the anthracite region, 
•where his disputed 26,000-plurality 
in the 1930 primary enabled him to 
best the G, O. P. organization he 
had fought for two decades to de- 
liver his first political pronounce- 
ment since he suffered defeat in his 
third attempt to attain a lifelong 
ambition, a seat in the United States 
senate. 


Lawrence Replies. 


Hardly had the governor's words 


died away before David L. Lawrence, 
Democratic state chairman, went on 
the air over the same stations used 
by the executive to accuse him of a 
Dr. Jekyll-Mr. Hyde personality. 


Accepting 
Governor 
Pinchot's 


speech as an endorsement for Reed, 
Lawrence charged the executive with 
"betraying" the people to repay the 
Republican organization for the state 
senate's confirmation of the five 
Pinchot appointees to the Public 
Service Commission. 
Governor Pinchot did not mention 
Reed's name—although he almost 
did by a slip of the tongue over the 
radio. But .the bitter invective, ut- 
tered in customary Pinchot style, he 
blasted at Guffey left little room to 
doubt his position. Guffey Is Reed's 
Democratic opponent. 
Resorting to oratorical redundancy 
to hammer home his point, the gov- 
ernor repeated over and over again: 


"I can't stand Guffey." 
Then, the executive sought to rob 


Guffey even of the right to endorse- 
ment by the national administration, 
Inferring that election of an out- 
right critic of the new deal would 
be more preferred than election of 
Guffey. He said: 


"Guffey is posing as Roosevelt's 


fair-haired boy. I resent that claim. 
And I want you to understand clear- 
ly what I think about Franklin 
Roosevelt. 


President Harassed. 


"I think he is an honest man head- 
ed in the right direction. I think he 
is often deceived and hampered and 
harassed by the Parleys, the Guffeys 
and the rest of the spoilsmen and 
little brothers of the rich in'his own 
party. 


"And I think that one of the very 


finest things that could be done for 
Franklin Roosevelt would be to pluck 
Joe" Guffey of every tailfeather that 
still remains. 
And that goes for 
Farley (Postmaster General James 
A. Farley) too." 
Using liberal quotations from the 
U. S. district attorney's brief sup- 
porting the successful plea for a nol 
prosse of an embezzlement indict- 
ment against Guffey charging im- 
proper use of interest he handled 
as director of sales for. the alien 
property custodian during the war, 
Governor Pinchot cited the chron- 
ology of that case. The indictment 
was handed down December 28, 1822, 
and nol prossed November 17, 1930. 


Refers To Suit Against Guffey. 
He referred to the suit against 


Guffey filed by Clarence H. Fay, one- 
time New York Republican leader, 
seeking $25,000 for alleged services 
In obtaining the nol prosse. and said: 


"Perhaps Mr. Guffey will tell you 


Just how and why his indictment 
was stricken off. And perhaps he 
won't." 


Governor Pinchot referred also to 


another action brought in 1926 In 
the Massachusetts federal court on 
behalf of the owners of the Bosch 
Magneto properties against Guffey 
and others for-$4,000,000, charging 
the Bosch properties had been un- 
dervalued for sale and that there 
had been collusive bidding. The case 
was finally settled four years later. 


Turning to the gubernatorial cam- 


paign. Governor Pinchot said "This 
is no time to give the ship of state 
to a captain who never went to sea," 
adding: 


"I Am For Schnader." 


"I am for Schnader for two rea- 


sons. 
"First, because there is no one in 


Pennsylvania more fit to handle 
the job than William A. Schnader. 


"Second, because there is no one 


in Pennsylvania more completely 
unfit to handle the job than George 
Earl the third." 
He characterized Earle as a "green- 


horn playboy", and said of him that 
GuSey was his "other two-thirds." 
The executive called the roll of social 
and labor bills enacted in Pennsyl- 
vania in the last two decades and 
declared Schnader fought to pass the 
bills while Earle was "out of sight 
and utterly useless to the cause he 
has suddenly become so fond of." 


Although Lawrence declared Gov- 


ernor Pinchot's speech was fulfill- 
ment of a bargain with the Mellon- 
Grundy-Atterbury political combine, 
the governor ridiculed assertions 
that the Republican party is today 
controlled by "bosses". 


"That used to be true enough," he 
said, "but not now. 
If Mellon. 


Grundy and Atterbury still had 'their 
old pull with the Republican party, 
would the 
Republican 
platform 


pledge minimum wage legislation, 
the outlawing of sweatshops, support 
for old age assistance, pensions for 
the blind and other social legisla- 
tion these men hate?"

steel industry at the threshold of a 
period of the greatest activity in 
history. He spoke at a dinner of the 
American Society for Metals. 


•'Today, no business is willing to 


spend a dollar except "for immedi- 
ate requirements," he said. "Those 
of us who we in the steel business 
cannot blame our customers for this 
attitude, for we feel the same way 
ourselves. 


Reasons Outlined 


"What are the reasons for this 


point of view? 


"Among many, I beieve. three 
are particularly important: failure 
of the administration to effect mon- 
etary stability, the hesitation with 
respect to long term financing and 
distribution of investments, and the 
labor situation.",

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—-Donald 


B. Bichberg, whose post at the head 
of the national recovery administra- 
tion (not to mention his numerous 
posts, as his own subordinate, at the 
head of most of the main recovery 
administration's various subsidiary 
administrations) generally is regard- 
ed as the most important in the 
country, next to 
the presidency, 


had many supporters, early in the 
Roosevelt regime, for the position 
of attorney general In the present 
White House tenant's cabinet. 
These supporters, be it said, all 


were of the radical cult; 
liberals, 


anyway. 


Conservatives 
shivered at 
the 


thought of an individual with Rich- 
berg's record in charge of the just- 
ice department—a department pre- 
eminently equipped with the au- 
thority to enable 
radicalism 
to 


make its teeth felt, under the dom- 
ination of a radically-minded chief- 
tain. 
It was, of course, for the 


very reason that conservatives were 
afraid of him that progressive folk 
wanted' Bichberg. 
* * • 


Now he occupies a plexus of jobs 


of more consequence than any two 
or three cabinet secretaryships com- 
bined; perhaps of more consequence 
than all ten cabinet secretaryships 
put together. 


And, 
strange to relate, conserva- 


tism Is fairly well satisfied, whereas 
radicalism, to express it rather mild- 
ly. Is decidedly skeptical. 


Conservatives put ft that his re- 


sponsibilities as NRA general coun- 
sel during the last year and a half 
have so modified Richberg's politico- 
economic philosophy that today they 
consider him a very "safe and sane" 
administrator—and one of excep- 
tional ability. 
Radicals put it that he has "swung 


so far to the right" that they no 
longer accept him as one of them. 
* * * 


Don Richberg, as most folk doubt- 
less know, has been 
particularly 


distinguished as a labor lawyer; still 
more particularly as a lawyer for 
America's transportation brother- 
hoods: 


A Chicagoan, has was only an 


occasional Washington visitor before 
his NBA connection, and my first 
meeting with him was shortly after 
last Inauguration day, in March or 
maybe April, 1833, when he was in 
the capital in company with Presi- 
dent Alexander F. Whitney of the 
railway trainmen's union—and still 
unmistakably proletarian In his ev- 
ery sympathy. 
I talked with him at some length 


and certainly rated him, from what 
he said, as distinctly to the leftward 
in his ideas. 


Not only, he observed with abso- 


lute accuracy, were conditions de- 
plorable at that especial juncture; 
he also questioned the possibility of 
improvement under the then and 
yet existing economic system. He 
was far from sure, he was frank to 
confess, that its continuance must 
not necessarily mean a decline of'

True, this conversation preceded 


NKA's creation. 


Richberg obviously believes that 


NRA has changed the situation; that 
the old order can be preserved under 
its management. 
He didn't alto- 


gether like it as run by Gen. Hugh 
S. Johnson, but even under John- 
son, he maintained that much pro- 
gress had been made. 
Now that 


he himself is at the helm, he natur- 
ally is entitled to the opinion that 
recovery will be rapid. 


And perhaps it .will. 
Conservative business men appar- 


ently think so, and apparently wel- 
come the rise of Richberg, of whom 
they formerly were so apprehensive. 


But radicalism—and labor (some 


of -which is not a bit radical)! 


A few weeks ago a leading official 


of one of the rail brotherhoods (not 
radical at all), of which Richberg 
formerly was legal adviser, said to 
me: 


"We imagined we'd had a wonder- 


ful break when Don was appointed 
NKA's general counsel. Today we'd 
rather do business with General 
Johnson. Don leans so far backward, 
to be fair to capital, that we prefer 
the general, equally leaning back- 
ward, to be fair to labor."

Following Richberg's appointment 


to his present post, I asked a real 
radical for his opinion of the selec- 
tion. 


"Oh," he answered, "when a radi- 


cal is given a- position of authority 
he generally spends the rest of his 
life trying to live down his radical 
reputation."

. Another thing I hear remarked on: 


When, the recently-created stock 


market commission was'established, 
the personnel named to constitute 
it was, in the main, pretty liberal, 
but one of its members was the well- 
known stock, market speculator, Jo- 
seph P. 
Kennedy—and 
Kennedy 


was chosen as Its chairman; and 
presumably its real dictator. 


The new NBA board is mostly very 


liberal—but its chairman is Samuel 
Clay Williams, president of the R. j 
J. Reynolds Tobacco company, one 
of the country's biggest corporations. 
Richberg ranks him, indeed, but, as 
we have seen, Richberg no longer 
worries conservatism very seriously. 
For that matter, Richberg Is circum- 
scribed by Secretaries of the 
In- 


terior and Labor Harold L. Ickes and 
Frances Perkins, AAA and 
Relief 


Administrators Chester C. Davis and 
Harry L. Hopkins, and Samuel Clay 
Williams also—but he i3 more po- 
tent than the whole five of them. 


In short, recovery, under President 


Roosevelt, simmers down to Rich- 
berg.

scores of textile strikers and sym- 
pathizers were injured by riot blud- 
geons and tear gas 


Authorities responsible for main- 


taining the peace hoped that the 
giant woolen mill o' James Lees and 
Sons, sorespot of toe strike trouble, 
would remain closed. Should 
the 


owners decide to reopen the mill, 
further clashes are almost certain 
to eventuate. At a mass meeting the 
strikers vowed to prevent the plant 
from resuming operations by any 
means at their command. 


The mill was 
closed 
yesterday 


while a strong undercurrent of bit- 
terness ran through the ranks of 
the 1800 striking employes. 


Charlotte E. Carr, Pennsylvania 


secretary of labor, visited both the 
mill ov/ners and union leaders. She 
said she had been assured the own- 
ers will make no attempt to open the 
mill today. 


Meantime, the five special sheriff's 


deputies, accused of riding in the 
automobile from which the fatal 
bullets poured during Wednesday's 
rioting, were at their homes, released 
on 85,000 bail each. Charged with 
suspicion of homicide in connection 
with the death of the bystander, 23- 
year-old Ewlood Quirk, the deputies 
were smuggled across the river to 
Norristown to evade the violence of 
an angry mob.

USE LIGHTS ON PULLETS WHEN 


PRODUCTION DROPS 


When to start the use of lights on 


pullets is a question which bothers 
many .Lawrence 
County 
chicken 


growers. 
The practice followed by 


most poultrymen allows the early 
pullets to reach, the peak of produc- 
tion naturally and then when pro- 
duction starts to drop the lights are 
used. 
Lights on early pullets are used 


only to prevent too - great a drop 
in egg production. Many growers 
also start to feed a fleshing feed to 
their early pullets at noon each day 
after production drops, If their birds 
are a little thin in flesh. " 
' 


On pullets that dp not start Into 


production until late, say November 
1, lights may be.used to force pro- 
duction. Either morning or evening 
lights may be used 
satisfactorily. 


Regardless of the system of lights 
used, be sure to provide water for 
the birds. Birds under lights should 
consume more feed both scratch and 
mash, than birds not getting lights. 


SAVE TOMATOES BEFORE 


FROST FOR LATER 


USE 
Fresh tomatoes, 
eggplants 
and 


peppers from the garden may be 
kept for a month after frost if near- 
ly ripe fruits are selected and stored. 
Tomato vines may be pulled Just 


previous to frost and hung where 
they will be. protected from cold or

venient place to ripen. The best 
temperature Is 65 degrees Fahrenr 
heit for storage and 75 degrees for 
rapid ripening. 
Eggplants and peppers may be •• stor- 
ed in much the same way as toma- 
toes. 


PREPARE IN FALL FOR FLOW- 


ERING BULBS 


One of the out-standing features 


of the spring garden Is the wealth 
of bloom obtained from flowering 
bulbs. Beginning with the winter 
acenite, which blooms 
about 
the 


middle of March in this section of 
the country, they pass by in gor- 
geous review of splendor and bril- 
liancy, often carrying on until early 
summer. 


Autumn Is the time to prepare 


for this display. Most of these early 
blooming flowers prefer planting In 
September, October or early No- 
vember, so that the .roots may der 
velop before the ground becomes 
frozen. If the planting is delayed 
until late November, a mulch of 
straw manure or leaves should be 
placed on top' of the soil Immediate- 
ly after planting. This prevents the 


ground from freezing before trie 
roots have developed. " The mulch 
can be left on the ground all winter. 


Nearly all of these flowers prefer 


a covering of strawy 
manure 
or 


leaves placed on the ground after it 
has frozen. This is especially true of 
those which- are planted near the 
surface of the soil. Deeply planted 
bulbs can get along without this 
mulch, but generally benefit from 
Its-use. The main purpose of 
the 


mulch, is to prevent heaving of the 
soil caused by alternate freezing and 
thawing. 


In the early spring after all dan- 


ger of heavy freezing is past, and 
after the ground has started to thaw 
this protective covering should be 
removed. 


Since the average flower lover's 


space Is limited the proper location 
of the various bulbous plants in the 
garden Is often quite a problem. 
However, it is possible for any per- 
son, no matter how small the gar- 
den, to enjoy some of the spring 


flowers. Such bulbs as tulips, and 
hyacinths are used as bedding plants 
In groups In regularly "laid out flow- 
er beds, to be followed later by oth- 
er plants,'generally annuals. Where 
they are used with other 
plants, 


they should be planted in masses of 
25 or more of one', variety. In fact, 
this recommendation can be made 
for nearly all of the bulbous plants 
when they are used In combination 
with other plants. 
Rather than 
planting 2 or 3 in one place, use a 
great number of one species, and, 
If possible, all of one variety. 


This method gives a mass effect 


that Is very striking. One of the best 
of the bulbous plants to use in the 
lawn Is the crocus. 
It blooms and 


dies back before the grass cutting 
begins, and it is not harmed in any 
way by the lawn mower. Any of the 
bulbs may be used in the perennial 
garden.'In fact, the perennial gar- 
den is greatly improved by clumps 
of the early bulbs scattered skill- 
fully throughout, 
Many of these 


plants arc necessary adjuncts to the 
rocls garden. Some that are espec- 
ially adapted to this use: tulips, hy- 
acinths, snowdrops, squills, grape 
hyacinths, winter acenities, crocus 
and 
Chionodoxes 
(Glory of the 


Snow.)

Sandwiches usually are considered 


the staff of the lunch, but to make 
it attractive as well as nutritious, 
a lunch may contain a raw vege- 
table, such as tomato, celery, carrot 
strips, or crisp lettuce. Milk should 
be included1 in some form, such as 
cocoa, soup, custard or pudding. But 
the lunch is not complete, without 
fruit, fresh, canned or dried and a 
sweet which may be cookies, single 
cake, candy or stuffed dried fruit. 
Miss Drury reminds. 


Although the food is important a 


good lunch is sometimes spoiled by 
poor containers and hasty, careless 
packing,. Miss Drury says. A well- 
ventilated metal container is easy 
to keep clean and in good condition. 
Tfrhile a tin pail is all right It should 
have holes punched in the top for 
ventilation. 


Make the lunch box attractive 


when opened by (trapping the sand- 
wiches, raw vegetables, fruit .and 
sweet separately in waxed 
paper. 


This not only keeps the food in good 
condition but adds an element of 
surprise and interest. 


Juicy foods should be placed in 


containers with tight fitting tops. 
One hot dish served at the lunch 
hour on a cold, snappy day makes 
the rest of the lunch taste better. 


The hot dish may be prepared in 
school or a hot food like soup, or 
cocoa may be carried in a thermos 
bottle, Miss Drury explains.

MAKE LUNCH ATTRACTIVE, 
APPETIZING, NOURISHING 
School time brings lunch packing 
time again. Once or twice a week! 
presents no problem but five times 
a week, for week after week, taxes 
the ingenuity of the mother or big 
sister whose duty it is to pack Bud­ 


dy’s or Sister’s lunch box, says Miss 
Eleanor Drury, home economics ex­ 
tension representative. 
Sandwiches usually are considered 
the staff of the lunch, but to make 
it attractive as well as nutritious, 
a lunch may contain a raw vege­ 
table, such as tomato, celery, carrot 
strips, or crisp lettuce. Milk should 
be included in some form, such as 
cocoa, soup, custard or pudding. But 
the lunch is not complete, without 
fruit, fresh, canned or dried and a 
sweet which may be cookies, single 
cake, candy or stuffed dried fruit, 
Miss Drury reminds. 
Although the food is important a 
good lunch is sometimes spoiled by 
poor containers and hasty, careless 
packing, Miss Drury say s. A well- 
ventilated metal container is easy 
to keep clean and in good condition. 
While a tin pail is all right it should 
have holes punched in the top for 
ventilation.

the folly of arbitrarily renouncing 
existing treaties and embarking on 
any lone-wolf naval policy has been 
•worked out by Secretary of State 
Hull and Ambassador Norman H. 
Davis, America's disarmament ex- 
pert. 
The plan has been approved by 
President Roosevelt and will form 
the basis of the first counter-attack 
to be launched by the American 
delegation at London against any 
threats by Japan to discard exist- 
ing treaties and seek outright naval 
parity with the American and Brit- 
ish fleets. 


Out mild Japanese 


One of the chief points of 
the 


plan is the implication that should 
Japan adopt a defiant attitude and 
seek parity by building as she liked, 
this country would maintain 
the 
superiority of existing ratios by out- 
building the Nippon empire. 
Ambassador Davis will endeavor 


to show the Japanese delegates the 
unwisdom of precipiratlng a situa- 
tion in which naval limitation 
treaties might be discarded alto- 
gether. 


He will point out that no matter 


what freedom of action Japan may 
possess to build any kind of fleet it 
desires, it will be of little value un- 
less it has relative strength. That 
Is, unless there is some understand- 
ing concerning the size of other 
nations' fleets. 
Without an understanding on this 


relative strength, Davis will cite the 
danger of an unrestricted naval 
building race in which it would be 
almost financially impossible for 
Japan to keep up with the United 
States and Great Britain. 
Davis also will be ready to call 


attention to the fact that renuncia- 
tion of the existing treaties by 
Japan would leave the United 
States and Britain free to construct 
new naval bases and fortifications 
in the Pacific, which would weaken

USE LIGHTS ON PULLETS WHEN 


PRODUCTION DROPS 


When to start the use of lights on 


pullets is a question which bothers 
many Lawrence 
County 
chicken 


growers. 
The practice followed by 


most poultrymen allows the early 
pullets to reach the peak of produc- . 
tion naturally and then when pro- , 
duction starts to drop the lights are ! 
used. 


Lights on early pullets are used 


only to prevent too great a drop 
in egg production. Many growers 
also start to feed a fleshing feed to 
their early pullets at noon each day 
after production drops, if their birds 
are a little thin in flesh. 


On pullets that do not start into 


production until late, say November 
1, lights may be used to force pro- 
duction. Either morning or evening, 
lights may be used 
satisfactorily. 


Regardless of the system of lights 
used, be sure to provide water for 
the birds. Birds under lights should 
consume more feed both scratch, and 
mash, than birds not getting lights. 


SAVE TOMATOES BEFORE 


FROST FOR LATER 


USE 


Fresh tomatoes, 
eggplants ' and 


peppers from the garden may be 
kept for a month after frost if near- 
ly ripe fruits are selected and stored. 


Tomato vines may be pulled Just 


previous to frost and hung where 
they will be protected from cold or 
mature 
green, tomatoes may be 


picked and stored in. a moderately 
dry cellar, coldframe, or other con- 
venient place ' to ripen. The best 
temperature is 55 degrees Fahren- 
heit for storage and 75 degrees for 
rapid ripening. 


Eggplants and peppers may be: stor- 
ed in much the same way as toma- 
toes. 


ground from freezing before the 
roots have developed. " The mulch 
can be left on the ground all winter. 


Nearly all of these flowers prefer 


a covering of strawy manure 
or 


leaves placed on the ground after it 
has frozen. This is especially true of 
those which'are planted near the 
surface of the soil. Deeply planted 
bulbs can get along without this 
mulch, but generally benefit from 
its use. The main purpose of the 
mulch, is to prevent heaving of the 
soil caused by alternate freezing and 
thawing. 


In the early spring after all dan- 


ger of heavy freezing is past, and 
after the ground has started to thaw 
this protective covering should be 
removed. 


Since the average flower lover's 


space is limited the proper location 
of the various bulbous plants in the 
garden is often quite a problem. 
However, it is possible for any per- 
son, no' matter how small the gar- 
den, to enjoy some of the spring 


flowers. Such bulbs as tulips, and 
hyacinths are used as bedding plants 
in groups in regularly'laid out flow- 
er beds, to be followed later by oth- 
er plants.'generally annuals. Where 
they are used with other 
plants, 


they should be planted in masses of 
25 or more of one. variety. In fact, 
this recommendation can be made 
for nearly all of the bulbous plants 
when they are used in combination 
with other plants. 
Rather than 


planting 2 or 3 in one place, use a 
great number of one species, and, 
if possible, all of one variety. 


This method gives a mass effect 
that is very striking. One of the best 
of the bulbous plants to use in the 
lawn is the crocus. 
It blooms and 


dies back before the grass cutting 
begins, and it is not harmed in any 
way by the lawn mower. Any of the 
bulbs .may be used in the perennial 
garden. 'In fact, the perennial gar- 
den is greatly improved by clumps i 
of the early bulbs scattered skill- 
fully throughout. 
Many of these 


plants, are necessary adjuncts' to the 


I rock garden. Some that are espec- 
ially adapted to this use: tulips, hy- 
acinths, snowdrops,, squills, grape 
hyacinths, winter acenities, crocus 
and

Sandwiches usually are considered 


the staff of the lunch, but to make 
it attractive as well as nutritious, 
a lunch may contain a raw vege- 
table, such as tomato, celery, carrot 
strips, or crisp lettuce. Milk should 
be included in some form, such as 
cocoa, soup, custard, or pudding. But 
the lunch is not complete, without 
fruit, fresh, canned or dried and a 
sweet which, may be cookies, single 
cake, candy or stuffed dried fruit, 
Miss Drury reminds. 


Although the food is important a 


good lunch is sometimes spoiled by 
poor containers and hasty, careless 
packing, Miss Drury says.

While a tin pail is all right it should 
have holes punched in the top for 
ventilation. 


Make the lunch box

when opened by drapping the sand- '.

This not only keeps the food in good 
condition but adds an element of 
surprise and interest. 


Juicy foods should be placed in ; 


containers with tight fitting tops.

Major Adams also pointed out 
that appellate courts are. available 
for reviewing criminal cases and 
that it is their duty to remand 
cases in which a verdict has been 
leached that cannot be supported 
tiy evidence. 


Capital cases, in which a death 


penalty is a potential verdict, should 
not be Included in the changed pro- 
cedure he advocates, Major Adams 
said. In those cases, the police head

to an unanimous verdict. 


Concluding his argument for a

"In almost any group of 12 persons

HARRISBURG, Oct. 5.—Convic­ 
tion or acquittal of criminals on 
agreem ent of nine jurors instead 
of by a unanimous verdict of 12 is 
th e suggestion of Major Lynn G. 
Adams, superintendent of the state 
police, for speeding up court trials. 
"Such a procedure would elim inate 
m any of the hung juries,” M ajor 
Adams believes, "and would thus 
elim inate the necessity of a re­ 
trial. Ordinarily, the verdict of nine 
members would be no different from 
th at of 12 members but it could be 
reached in less tim e.” 
M ajor Adams also pointed out 
that appellate courts are available 
for reviewing crim inal cases and 
that it is their duty to rem and 
cases in which a verdict has been 
reached th a t cannot be supported 
by evidence. 
Capital cases, in which a death 
penalty is a potential verdict, should 
not be included in the changed pro­ 
cedure he advocates, M ajor Adams 
said. In those cases, the police head 
is convinced the jury should come 
to an unanim ous verdict. 
Concluding his argum ent for a 
nine-vote m ajority verdict, M ajor 
Adams pointed out: 
"In alm ost any group of 12 persons 
there is one with prejudices who is 
hard to win over to any verdict.”

May and he .died in his buddy's 


anas. 
Throughout the remainder 


of the losing struggle against the 
western powers Wilhelm was shut- 
tled from one front to the other, 
but with him went his buddy's big 
watch and It's ticking. 
Engraved 
on the watch case was the name of 
a pal engraved In Wilhelm's heart. 
The war over, Wilhelm started 


the weary searching 
for 
Josef's 


parents. Thousands of letters were 
written to various police depart- 
ments in Germany where all Ger- 
mans must register their addresses.

shortly after the declaration of war 
and were hurled first against the 
Russians in the East, then whirled 
back to the wesitern front.

to carnage. Back to death for one 
of them. 


Josef's number went up in mid- 


May and he died in his buddy's 


arms. 
Throughout the remainder 


of the losing struggle against the 
western powers Wilhelm was shut- 
tled from one front to the other, 
but with him went his buddy's big 
watch and it's ticking. 
Engraved 


on the watch case was the name of 
a pal engraved in Wilhelm's heart. 


The war over, Wilhelm started 


the weary searching for 
Josef's 


parents. Thousands of letters -were 
written to various police depart- 
ments in Germany where all Ger- 
mans must register their addresses. 


It was not until this year that 


Wilhelm located the family, solely 
represented by the little old widow. 


He journeyed here and wound up 
a trust of 19 years' standing, deliv- 
ering the watch and the message 
entrusted to htm by Josef in his 
death rattle.

Lindbergh at Hopewell, N. J.

He 
gave the impression that in his 
opinion the maps did not definitely 
link Hauptmann with the case.

Hauptmann had drawn sketch maps 
of the section around Hopewell and 
the Lindbergh home for New Jersey 
Investigators, as District Attorney 
Foley had specifically stated yester- 
day.

to appear before the Commonwealth 
club, composed of San Francisco 
professional and business leaders, 
with a plea for a combination of 
labor-, employers and the govern- 
ment "along lines of equity and jus- 
tice" to end unemployment.
